1. The new Soko coal mine, opened in 19h7, is located 600 meters north of the 
cold mine, The mine is administered by a director who is subordinate to 
the Ministry of Mines of the Republic of Serbia in Belgrade. 


2. The planned production figures are as follows: 
1948 ~ 48,000 tons 
1950 = 60,000 tons 
The actual output figures are: 
1948 ~ 50,000 tons 
199 ~ 60,0G0 tons 
1950 ~ Jarmary and February - 9,000 tons

The analysis of the coal is as follows:

There is also a water reservoir with a capacity of 20,000 liters. 


The total number of employees of the mine is 740. Mining ia carried cut 


in three 8-hour shifts per day, but because of the shortage ef transportation 
facilities, work is usually limited to six days per week, 


ore better than in the average mine in Yugoslavia. 


The mine employs approximately fifty forced laborers serving sentences of 
up to two months. They ate accommodated in private houses in the area or 
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in the workers’ colony. With the exception of ten dinars per day, 
thelr pay is credited to the Ministry of the Interior. Forced laborers 
fren the area who are Serving a sentence of over two months, are sent. 
to other places to work, 


10. The security of the mine is the responsibility of the Mine Militia, 
approximately fourteen of ali ranks, whoare accommodated in a house 
hear the power station, The Mine Militia is subordinate to the National 
Militia headquarters in Soko~Banja.
